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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 
1 1 , 2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 112, First Paragraph 

2. The rejections of claims 3 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, have 
been overcome by Applicant's amendment filed June 1 1 , 2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-19 are allowed. The kit in claims 19 as neither found to be obvious nor 
anticipated by the prior art of record. The prior art does not teach a kit for nasal drug 
delivery comprising an aqueous solution of cyanocobalamin such that the 
cyanocobalamin solution spray has a spray pattern ellipticity ratio from about 1 .0 to 1 .4. 
Applicant's kit is drawn to cyanocobalamin solution spray and do not encompass the 
iintranasal devices of the prior art. Thus, the kit was neither found to be obvious nor 
anticipated by the prior art of record. The prior art does not teach or suggest the 
presently claimed compounds. 
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Election/Restrictions 
4. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
20-42 directed to a methods of administering/treating, which were non-elected. 
Accordingly, claims 20-42 should be cancelled since the claims are directed to non- 
elected subject matter.
